Most of our memliership also are 
memliers of local associations char- 
tered as chapters of N, E, C. A, There 
nre 7?l such chuptei's ami each of them 
carries on collective bargaining with 
one or more Local irnkms of the I, B.

The average electrical contractor em- 
(diiyn an average of about 11 journey* 
men.

The large 
majority of electrical contractors do 
la^tween 150,000 and §200,000 of 
gross Inisiness a year, some 50 per 
cent of which is payroll, A few do a 
million dtdliirs nr more a year, but 
even the large,st cuicrator falls into 
the generally accepted classification of 
smalt business. Taken together, elec- 
trical contractors last year did aj>- 
proximattdy one hill ion didlnrs of busi- 
ness. all of which was closely related 
to the public welfare nlTeeting. as it 
fhn?s, the increasingly im|a»rtant ap- 
plication of electrical energy to the 
factory, sho]>, home ami Iniitirutory* 

Background of Witness 

Ab representative of N, E. C, A. in 
the capacity of executive vice presi- 
dent. my duties reipitre familiarity 
with labor relations, for labor is the 
predominant elemimt of cost in the 
business of electrical c<»ntracting. 
During the recent war emergency I 
server! as an industry member of the 
Wage* Adjustment Board for the Con- 
struction Industry which was create<i 
by and functionerl imrler the powers 
of the National War Labor Boa i d. 1 
am rn'CHcntly an industry member of 
the Hoard of Tnirtteus which adniin- 
Isters an emplt>yer-cniph»ye plan for 
the orilcrly adjustment of trade juris- 
dictional dtsputcH in the constructum 
industry. My experience in inatU^rs 
of lalnm relations has been confineil 
to the electrical contracting inriustry 
including to some extent the construc- 
tion industry as a wdude. The con- 
tent of this statement is therefore c*m- 
fined Hccf>rdrngly, 

I urn one of those who heHcves that 
good lalHTr relations cannot he legis- 
taterl. They must lie planted in soil 
fertile with honest desire to get along 
the one with the fdher, and tended 
with understanding and constancy. 
We in the electrical contracting in- 
dustry have lieim hard at work at this 
job for ^ a generation. For almost 
30 years, our organ ixat inn, the Na- 
tional Electrical Contrat^tors Associa- 
tion. has cooperated with the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Elect rkal 
Wiirkers, In the economic readjust- 
mentft that followed World War I — 
very similar to those of today — far- 
sighted men In the idectrical contract- 
ing industry^ — both employer and em- 
ploye? — ^looked upon the chaotic ct>nrB- 
tions of the time. These practical 
men forged an ins tru mentality out of 


their banl experience in industry; 
experience that had taught them that 
strikes were not the way to settle labor 
disputes. This itistrunientality was 
the Council on Industrial Relations 
for the electrSeal coriLracting industry. 
It was and is today a system of volun- 
tary arbitration functioning, under 
the mandate of collective bargaining 
agreements, as a court of justice for 
employer and employe alike.

W here for the past 2P years the 
Council procedure has been followed, 
there has not lK*en a strike or work 
disruption mid its existence has made 
for a condition in the industry that 
has prevented any major or industry- 
wide wt»rk disruption. 

In other words, we have lived in 
peace and developed. The high state 
of modern electrical installation de- 
velopment attests tt> the public benefit 
of this evolution. 

The foundation of this progress Is 
respcmsihility on the part of Imth 
parties — the employer am! the em- 
pltiye. You cannot expect to have a 
lespimsible union unless you give it 
the means of achieving responaihility. 
That is, the union must have a meas- 
ure of security. The closed-shop type 
of contract which has been in effect 
between labor ami management in cmr 
industry assures the union of security^ 
and gives it an opportunity to con- 
centrate on helping t<i improve pro- 
duction- dhe only road to greater 
kmefits for lalxir, management and 
the public alike. 

As employers, we feel that legisla- 
tion outlawing the dosed shop im- 
pairs the employer's right of contract. 
If an employer prefers U* deal only 
vrith a group of men who have sold 
him their worth and responsibility, 
should he not be permitted to rio so? 
To ban the dosed shop is merely to 
restrict further the employed^ right 
to bargain and to contract with per- 
sons of his own choice, 

(iucK(ions Leg In In t ion 

We are indined to question the prac- 
tical value of legislation which seeks 
to presedlK? in detail how labor and 
matiagenicnt shall deal with each 
other. If there had never been a Na- 
titinal LalKir Relations Act of 1935 
there woiibl not have Iwen a Lalior 
Management Ilelatkm? Art of IfMT 
and there would not mvw In? a proposetl 
National Labor Relations Act of 
H14!J. 

If hiluir relations legislation is to 
lie continued we believe that ecpiiil 
treatment should be accorded to both 
parties. Both shouk! be equally re- 
sponsible for their acta and both 
should have the right of free speech.

eteeirie light bill, do a little grumbling and jmy up. 

Three liundreci and some years ngn our forefathers would culculate »urh 
n formula thus: I would etiuul an Iron saueer not unlike a miniature frying 


pan, E would equal an Ever Hicker- 
ing llaine and erusting wick, and It a 
**Rank” smelling fish oil accompanied 
by 11 spiral of black smoke. 

Since they knew uf iiulhing l>ettcr, 
these New England pioneei-s were 
very happy with their ** Betty** lamps. 
Figures 1, 2, 3, T and U are good 
examples of Betty lamps. By the way, 
the name was derived from the Ger- 
mail **l)es5er** meaning better. How- 
ever, if we compareii one of these 
lamps of 1G20 Au.Ll, to the lamps found 
in the buried cities of old, some dating 
«s far back as f),UOO B.G., we w^ould 
find them identical in design and 
prtndple. li is an astnund ing fact 
that for no less than U),000 years such 
an cHHential thing as aHi Tidal lighting 
remained at tt AUimIstill and only in 
the last 20U years have such tre- 
memlous advances been made. 

How Wick Was Held 

By doao observation of Figure 3 
we can complete the construction of 
a Betty lamp. Opposite the aide which 
is feirmed in a gutter to hold the wick, 
is a curved upright handle to which 
was attacheii a chain link with an inm 
hpiadle, luioked on one side and pomtod 
at the end. The hook feature was used 
to hang the lamp from any convenient 
place, and also provided a gmid means 
f»f holding the lamp in an upright pt^ 
sition while its owner looked into the 
huge caudrons and pots hung in the 
crude fireplaces of those historic log 
cai>ins of 1320. The pike at the end 
was a ready means for jambing into 
the logs or betw^een the masonry. To 
tilt* handle was often attached a short 
link chain with an iron pick. This 
\vm constantly used to free the wick 
wlien it became encrusted with soot 
o( carbon. 

Fuel for thcKt* lamps was provided 
by tile small ll&li found in groat num- 


liers along the New England coast, 
but the light they proyided was wry 
feeble. 

Figure 5 shows a Belly lamp hung 
from an unusual holder with a wood 
base which made it convenient set 
it on a table ur shelf. 

Splinters of resinous wood lighted 
at *me end and wedgeil IrtPtwcen the 
mttsotiry or logs were used as one of 
the fiTHt lighting devices uf the Fib 
grims. A cheap form of candle was 
the pith of the reed knowm as "Cat-o- 
nine-tails/* so common in all New 
England swamps. These were dipped 
in tallow or similar fat and wcw 
burned in odd-shaped holders. One of 
these "Kush lights" is pictured in 
Figure 12. This holder also has n 
crude candle socket at the end of the 
hinged arm. 

Candles w^ere used sparingly in 
these early days as the settlers had to 
depend on the fats of the deer and 
the bear for tallow, f 'attic were not 
brought over from the Old VV'orld until 
later years when the journey lH‘canie 
less hazardous and the settlements in

the New World were well cstahlished. 

Tin and other metals were broughl 
aver fv(>m England and were used in 
the construction of the crude lamps. 
Figure 22 shows a Betty lamp of tin. 
Figure 13 shows a pewter lamp with 
a drip pan halfway down the stand- 
Hid. This added feature was to catch 
the unburned oil that was drawn up 
liy the wick more quickly than it 
vuuld be consumed. Figure 15 is a 
most unusual lamp of pewter, having 
all the Betty lamp features except for 
a glass fount which held the oil. Upon 
the fount*holding strip is a gauge 
marked in Roman numerals telling the 
hours of darkness. This acted nc ii 
time piece as the oil sank. 

The very first indication of any im- 
provement in lamp design came about 
I ?fil> when the objectionable open wick 
of the early lamps was overcome, by 
entirely enclosing the wick in a cir- 
cular tube or spout, preventing much 
of the crusting over of the wick. Fig- 
ure n IS such a lamp in peivter. Fig* 
ure 23 is a brass spout lamp of Dutch 
ancestry coming from Holland anil 
used in New York {New Amsterdam 
The Dutch were always a gay jKHiple, 
artisGcly indined. Hence many of 
their household implements were dec* 
orated with motifs of their homeland. 
The surface of this lamp is punched 
all over with such designs. 

How Lamps Were l.it 

Departing for a moment from the 
lamp itself, let us consider the ways 
and means which ’were used to light 
these lamps of old. The easiest means 
was a splinter of wood lighted from 
the glowing coals of an open fireplace. 
But there were times when no fires 
were available. Then humble folk hud 
to ix'sort to the fiint and steel ( tinder 
box). ThcMe ljuxes we*e filled witii 
charred linen, or tinder, and when a 
rough piece of flint was struck against 
a piece of steel, causing sparks to fall 
into the l>ox, eventually a fire would 
be kindled. 

Figure 21 shows a form of flintlock 
lighter, also of Dutch origin. This 
one is elaborately engraved ab>ng the 
top of its odd-shaped handle. It was 
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this type of lighter that wm used in 
the mora pro^^perous homes, and it 
operated not unlike the action of the 
flintkiek musket In iny many yearH 
of collecting this is the only one I 
have ever found for sale, U was part 
of a gtm collection sold at auction. 
Such itenis as these arc rarely found. 
The majority of them eventually 
reach the musoums or private collec- 
tions, An enlarged view of this flint- 
lock lighter is shown in Plate fk

All early form of iron candle holder 
was the **hog sera per type shown in 
Kigurc Id. These sturdy iron candle- 
stick a «er\'fd a dual purpose. In the 
fall when Uie hogs were butchered for 
the winter supply of mcai, after they 
hiid i^een acaldecl, these sticks proved 
to Ih? very convenient for removing 
the bristles, fine gra!>l>ed the cylinder 
firmly in one's hand and used the 
shar[K*ned base as a scraper. VS'hen 
used as a candle holder, a slide in the 
cylinrier enaliled the candle to 
pushed up as H burned down. There 
was a lip at the Ujp for hanging on 
the Imck of a chair in a suitable powi- 
turn for rcaiHng, or for resting cm the 
rim *tf the pork loirrel when fulfilling 
the other part of its doulde life. 

Unrly Mine Lamps 

An inieresling lamp of heavy iron 
cunstrijctioii is shown in Kigure lU, 
Note the mtitif of a cock, the symtai] 
i»f Hglit, on the sliding cover. The 
rtame of this hvmi» was open ami im- 
protevletL Lamps of this type were 
alwn5*s usc<l In gas- free mines or wine 
celhirs of the old taverns.

houses during tliat regrettable era of 
history so ivell remembei’ed when we 
mention "witchcraft'^ and "Salem.*' 
Figure 4 is a miner's lamp of tin, 
burning tallow a,s fuel. The hemk en- 
abled it to lie hung on the miner’s cap. 
It is curious to note that with all 
tlie experimenLt in lighting made 
through the centuries the position of 
the wick remained at the eiige of the 
bowl or in an angular spout, as can 
be seen from the preceding examples. 

Just who the ingenious inventor 
was who thought of the iilea of stand- 
ing the wick in an upright jMsition 
from the center of a fount, it canntit 
be said, but this cun Ih‘ considered 
the starting point of the rapiil prog- 
ress in the development of modern 
lighting. Figm‘es 27 and 2U show two 
Hudi lamps. The one shown in Figure 
is equipped with a tin reilector. Re- 
flectors becanie very f>^*pti]ar from 
this time on. So important was this 
development that small peg lamps 
were made in great numliers to con- 
vert the humble candle.^ticks into 


modern oil lampM. Figure 33 is a good 
example of this emu bination. It pic- 
tures a tin peg lamp inserted into a 
hog scraper stick. Figure 10 is also 
such a combination. Note the con- 
ventianal chain and pick used to take 
up the wick. Animal fats or crude 
fish oil were used as fuel. 

The Ingenious invention of the cen- 
tral wick lamp demanded a l>etter fuel 
for the lamps of a growing nation. In 
the early days whaJea were abundant 
all along the New England coast. 
Sperm and right whales yielded an 
oil in great quantity which made an 
excellent illuminant Figure 14 pic- 
tures u one-burner whale oil lamp in 
tin, of the acorn pattern. Figure fi is 
a one-burner lamp in japanned tin uf 
the "petticoat" [jattern. Its name %vas 
derived from its shaive. 

When lien jam in Franklin was a 
small boy working in his fatheFa 
candle shop as a wick trimmer, he 
thtJUght of the idea of feeding a cur- 
rent of air lietween two burners, 
where mm-e oxygen would come in 
contact with the wick, thus producing 
more light This change from the 
single wick to the two-burner was an 
early invention of Franklin's. We are 
all familiar with the many inventions 
which followctl. Figures 24 and 31 
are twtr-lmrner whale oil lamps, one 
in glaHK and the other of brass, ft is 
interesting to note at this point the 
change in design of the lamps in the 
direction of lH*tter styling. An attempt 
to improve the design with three burn- 
ers in a group* proved a failure and 
three-burner lamps are therefore rare 
and highly [trhrd by collectors today. 
Figure 18 is a three-burner lamp of 
the petticoat pattern. 

New Fuel l)isto%'ered 

About 1830 the search for a better 
fuel rcsulteii in the introduction of 
cam]dicne, a mixture of turpentine 
and alcohol, which was highly explo- 
sive* Due to this disadvantage, these 
liurnlng fluid lamps can be distin- 
guished from the whale oil lamps by 
the ncccdsary addition of a long wick 
tube, to prevent any danger of the 
tlanie getting dowrn into the oil fount. 
Figures 8* 20, 25 and 32 ptclurc 
camphene lamps. Camphene w'as in 
use nl«>ul 2U years but never became 
very pnpular. Notice the fine design 
of Figure 32 where a dolphin has hcen 
used for the handle. 

With the increase in price of whale 
oil a cheaper fuel was found in lard 
oil. Figures 28 and 30 are examples 
of lard lamps in use in the 1850’s. 
Nnte the broad wicks used. The Heat 
from the flame kept the lar<I in a 
liquid state.

interests you or will be helpful to 
you on your page. 

Now about our children. First off, 
let me say that rearing children ii 
not just the mother's Job. It Is her 
jcd», of course, the moat important job 
Ilf Iter life, >ei it is dad’s job too. 
A child needs l>otli his parents. There* 
fore it is important that there t>e co* 
operation and understanding between 
parents and agreement on the health, 
welfare and discipline of their chil- 
dren. 

Chiid Must Ftad Secure 

Parents should discuss plans and 
policy and no matter how much they 
ilisagree privntety, It Bliould l>e pri- 
vately- and they should present n 
united and harmonious front to the 
child. Modern child psychologists 
teach us that the firmest basis for 
a normal, happy childho4>d, and even- 
tually adult life, for the child, springs 
from n Bense of security. To lie 
secure in his little world, u child must 
feel that he is wanted and hived by 
both his parents — and — this is not 



i ffoitpft. He must feel sure of their 
love for each other too. 

So, Mom, consider this carefully. 
Tell Dad alMrut it and set your )jiUe 
one on the road of life wllli n sense 
of security and the solidarity of his 
family life- 

What it the ncHt most inipnrtnnL 
step to be considered? The health 
of your child* The happy child must 
necessarily be a healthy chibi. .A.nd 
the healtiiy child uaually gniw^s U[i to 
be a liealthy adult. Tliet plays a 
most important part in the building 
of your child's strong healthy body. 

Food for Health 

The Children's Bureau states Ui&t 
a daily good diet for a six-year-old 
child should include 3 to | cups of 
milk, 1 egg, % to 2 ounces tif meat, 
poultry or ft»h, 1 serving of potat*H?s, 
I to 2 Bcrvings of other cooked vege- 
tables, a smaj] amount of raw' vege- 
tables Hettucc, tomatoes, carrots, 
celery, etc. 1. fruit for vitamin r <J 
med iuin-sir,ed orange or cup tomato 
jutcoK t serving of other fruit, 1 
serving of enriched cereal , 2 to I 
slices of liread, I to 2 labtcs|»oonH 
Initter or margarine, 1 simple dessert 
at one or two meals* 

In addition to seeing that your 
child has an adequate diet, he nhould 
exercise in the fresh air and sun- 
shine and have plenty of slet^p Ml 
to IS hours a night,! 

Wise parents are finding out mure 
and more that it is sensible to have 
periodie check-ups by the doctor and 
thus keep the child healthy^ rather 
than to wait for actual Illness to call 
him. 

The child who is really heal I by ia 
active, and alert und inlereaLud in 
things. Mis skin is smooth, muscles 
firm and his body is stniight and 
strong He galri:3 in she and weight, 
lie plays vigormtsly. Tie is hungry 
at mealtime and dfiean't have to be 
coiivod to eatp He sleeps soundly. 
If this is not the case with your 
child, tell to one there is something 
wrong even if he is not actually 
sick, and your doctor can tell you 
what it is. 

Young children as weil as older 
children should have regular exiim- 


maiions by tlicir dcntisL Sri many 
men and w'omcn have bad teeth (nr 
no teeth } Ik*cuusc proper attention 
was not paid to them in their cltild- 
himl. 

Now almut the home* The healtliy, 
happy chihl should have a girod home 
and healthful surroundingi^. lie 
should live where he can have freali 
ah- am! sunshine and an outdoor place 
to play. Ho should have a room of 
his own if poiiflible — at least ii bed 
of his own and it Is better if a child 
must share a roum, that It he .sharetl 
wdth another child rather than an 
adult. 

There are just so many aiepects of 
this child training w-e could diiwuas 
here — hb clothing, his play, hia toys, 
his personality* how' he learns, but 
our limited space gives us only time 
to hit the highspots* \\V1I have more 
on this subject in another i.ssue.

sign, Local authorities engaged in 
huildlng-code revision have a number 
of Bources of information to which 
they can turn; organisations of build- 
ing officials, fire-underwriterH' asso- 


ciations, and stimdardkation bodies— 
as well as the National Bureau of 
Standards and other (kivernment 
uirencies. The dissemination of tech- 
nical tnfonnation by ;4uch ioganizii- 
tkm?5 represents an Impijrtant elcmeni 
etmtriboting to the application of new 
developments in the cfuistruction field 
and to tlie maintenance* of proper 
safety measurea*^' 

Dr, Condon goes <m to observe that 
“there Is some danger Unit, the effect 
of codes on the curr*uit rate of con- 
struction may be ovei'cmphasir.ed, and 
this danger la a very real one In a 
period in which the housing shortage 
is acute. It would he unfurtiinate to 
make a whipping boy of codes, for 
though codes are a factor they are f»y 
no means Uie only or the most com- 
pelling one/' 

American concepts of housing, he 
said, “have changed In the direction 
of demanding, directly or indirectly, 
more expensive housing * , . Some SO 
OF 40 years ago, small dwelling units 
were considered adcn|uuLe if they pro- 
vided a fair amount of living space 
, , . Now, how'cver, an acceptable 
dwelling unit is expected to have cen- 
tral heating, extensive plumbing with 
bathrooms and kitchens that are not 
only functional but aesthetically pleas- 
ing, and electrical Installations having 
many outlets and capable of handling 
the rather heavy loads that modern 
appliances require (ranging from 
lamps, toasters, and fans to ranges, 
refrigerators, rmiios, and %vat(hing 
machines). CotifOdemtions of comfort 
emphasize the dCHirabiJity of thermal 
msulation* These changes in uur con- 
cepts of suitable liouHing are also re- 
sponsible for some of the increased 
costs of construction*" 

In this situation, research has a 
dual rcilc. Dr, Crmdon concludes. It 
can contribute to tower costs. At the 
same time, because of the variety of 
materials and methods produced by 
research, the pi*oblcms faced liy build- 
ing code officials are incrcaHeii. 

*'The depression years," he ob- 
serves, “accounted for a marked dt»- 
cliiie in housiitg con?i tract ion; shoii.ly 
after that, tlie war prevented the allo- 
cation of materials and nian-pow'cr 
for this purp<ise* Moreover* during 
the last 20 years the population of the 
United States Increased by approx- 
imately 28 mjllions — an increase of 
more than 22 per cent. At the same 
time, the same factors limiting new 
construction acted as deterrents to re- 
pair and maintenance. The total effect 
of these factors mcann thot today the 
housing shortage Is perhaps more 
critical than is commonly known."

I doubt if they 
eould repeat it without the closed 
shop. 

Thi* unions in the const mot ion in- 
dustry never utilized the provisions 
of the National Labor Uelations Act 
of H>:S5, in their dealing with em- 
ployers. Pi'csumably liecause* aside 
from the question of what is intcr^ 
slate and what is inti’astate* there 
was no practical method of utilizing 
thosi’ provisions in an industry of the 
nature hereinbefore described. No 
practical method of applying certain 
provi.Hiona of the La Ian* Maimgeniont 
iidutions Act of HM7 to the crmstruc- 
lion industry has yet been liincovei'ctj. 
I do not believe that the^ union se- 
cy rity piovisioms of that act can !>e 
utilized in the construction industry. 
The act prohibits the dos(*d shop and 
gives unions the right to Imrgain for 
a certain type of union shop after a 
certain election procedure has hcen 
carrietl out under the supervisiim of 
the NLRB. In order to accomplish 
this throiighoyt the Uniteil States in 
the manner provided in the law there 
would be required to he lield so many 


elect ions a.: to make it impossible. 
Lveii if the Nl JUl or itsgonenil coun- 
sel had authority to establish lor the 
construction industry ruIe^s and regu- 
lations not piovided for in the act. 
and iMh employ* i - and employes co- 
operated wholeheartedly* the task 
would still be enormous* and could not 
be accomplished within any reason* 
able length of time as the alfectcil 
parties would have the right In expect. 

.Might lie^.lriiy \ piirctiliceship 

We fear that application of the ex- 
iating legislation to our industry w*ili 
interfere with and possibly deatroy 
our apprenticcsliip and training sys- 
tem which now has in the course of 
training approx iinalely 2rt,tMm youtig 
men in nearly IfH) local! ties* rnder 
our npprcnticeahip aystem. appren- 
tices are required lo have four years 
of held experience anil hours of 
classroom training at wages far below 
the jt7urneymen wage scales. It is 
not tmreascmable Ui expc?ct ilmt wcU'k- 
ers desirous of entering a skilled 
trade will forego the arduous .process 
(if apprenticeship if they are led to 
Ivelk'Vt they may make the entrance 
immediately at- sidLstyled nuThanics. 
prompted by immature t*xperience 
gained by casual employment in srime 
specialized branch of the trade that by 
no means would lie tafuiil to supervised 
apr>renticeahip. The only .satis factory 
way we have ever found to prodnee 
the skilled mcchauics which our in- 
dustry requires is through our ap- 
prenticeship and training program 
jointly operated by labor and man- 
agement and provided for in each 
local collective bargaining agreement. 

During the ^mst live years* because 
of war and postwar contingencieSf our 
electrical cim tractors have liecn in 
desperate need of men* Accordingly* 
in one large city our memlRTs hiri.^1 
wherever they could lie found some 
7JhJu men who were not union mem- 
bers. The contractor.^ ha(i an agree- 
ment with the local union of the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers that regular mcndier.ship in 
the union w'ould 1 ,h? granted to itny of 
these men whom the employers, after 
trial, would recommend as journey* 
men electrical workers. 

You will lie interested to know that 
out of the T.tlOtl men only 1*200 w*ere 
found by the employers to be sufll- 
dently capable to lie retained and to 
be referred to the union for regular 
memliership. The cost of trying out 
the ^j*i00 men who proved to be in- 


capable was an appreciable burden on 
the enqdiiyers and on the community. 
Esti mated con.servatively. the cost to 
the employers and their customeni was 
in : of $20it per man or well 

i.ver a mil I ton dollars for the iJ*4lHI 
men who could not qualify. 

1 1 vviiuUl seem that if cmUraebirn 
who iei|uiiL> skilled crnftsiiien of 
proven alnUty are hindered in l esoj t- 
ing lo and using a known source of 
sudi cniftsmen, the re,sult wdH he an 
apprcciithle and unnecessary increase 
in ciiHt.H to the triide and the building 
public. Contractu I S cannut estima!e 
work without knowing Uie calit>er of 
men Lhe> have to hire. In the fiict- 
(if uncertainty as to this caliber* the 
eon tractor will h^ive to allow a gen- 
erous udditiim to normal labor costs. 
We should also like to Jude that try 
ing mit men of unknown skill and 
eompetency at the same wage scales 
as journeymen weakens the olticieney 
and elTort of proven empb»yes. 

It U therefore our opinion that If 
we are to have lalior relations legis- 
lation the proposed National Lalair 
Relations Act of Hi IP insofar as can 
industry is concoincd b preferable 
n continuation of the present legisla- 
tion Uwause it permits dosed shop 
conirac’ta while continuing to outlaw 
jurisdictiimnl str ikes and unjuatifiuble 
secondary boycotts.

It 
employed an Argand burner, the tyj>e 
in which the wick was made round 
per mitt mg a currctit of air which en- 
tirely consumed the carbon and gave 
off a hright light free of smoke and 
soot. A chimney wa,s added to this 
type of lamp.

lighting.

U. S. Elocti-ic Bills 

Relatively few* changes occurred in 
residential electric bills during the 
period January I, 1947 to January L 
1948i the Federal Power Commission 
reported in Its annual pubU cation 
showing typical residential electric 
bilk. 

Out of the H.788 communities in- 
cluded. 008 hail changes in one or more 
hills, DecrcnscR In bills were made in 
299 com numi ties and increases were 
made in 2GU rnmmnnitiea. in 40 com- 
munities the bilk for some consump- 
tions w’ere decreased while bilk for 
other consumptions in creased. The net 
result waa practically no change in 
the level of average hills for the vari- 
ous residenlal consumptions in the 
United States. 

Increases in general were brought 
akiut by the application of fuel, tax 
and commodity clauses in rate sched- 
ules, .Adjustments which became ef- 
fective under these clauses increased 
bills to residential consumers in 299 
communities*
